1 . The amendment filed 8/16/2007 under 37 CFR 1 .1 16 in reply to the final rejection 
will be entered upon the filing of an appeal, but is not deemed to place the application in 
condition for allowance and will not be entered because: 

Applicants have introduced new issues that need further rejection. In claims 12 
and 15, the phrase "in the presence of a Formula 3 compound" would raise a second 
paragraph issue. Pyridine is a ring substituent in Formula III (see page 2). There is no 
Formula 3 that is consisted of pyridine, quinoline, isoquinoline and pyridine substituted 
with alkyi, dimethylamino, or pyrrolidino. Applicants indicate the support for said phrase 
at page 8 of the specification, but the specification discloses "the pyridine of Formula 3" 
that is when X = G. 

The same problem appears in claims 13 and 16. 

2. If the amendment were to be entered, applicants would have overcome the 
second paragraph issues (items 4a and 4b).
